THIS STOCK PURCHASE AGREEMENT (this "Agreement") dated as of April 30,

RECITALS 

A. The Stockholders each own the number of shares of common stock, no par value, 
of Company ("Company Common Stock") as set forth in Schedule I attached hereto (the 
"Shares"), which Shares represent all of the issued and outstanding shares of capital stock of 
Company. 

B. Buyer desires to purchase, and each Stockholder desires to sell, the Shares for the 
consideration set forth below, subject to the terms and conditions of this Agreement. 

C. Company desires to enter into this Agreement because of the significant benefits 
it expects to receive through its association with a larger entity as a result of Buyer's purchase of 
the Shares. 

In consideration of the mutual representations, warranties and covenants contained 
herein, the parties hereto agree as follows:
